TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Salem, in the county of 
Rockingham in said state, qualrfied to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in 
said town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money 
for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 


4. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to 
facilitate the collection of taxes. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or 
officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, such 
sums of money as he may need for general purposes in » 
anticipation of taxes. 


7. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of one hundred dollars ($100), or any part thereof 
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for the use of the Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 60, G. A. R., 
to be expended in the observance of Memorial Day in the 
year 1911. 


8. By request. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the support of the Salem Free Public 
Library. 


9. By request. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to instructing the selectmen to make a contract 
for lighting its streets for a term of years not exceeding 
five (5) and raise money for the same. 


10. By request. To see if the town will vote to accept 
from the estate of Henrietta A. Woodbury the sum of one 
hundred dollars ($100), as a perpetual fund, the interest to 
be expended in care of lot in Pine Grove Cemetery. 


11. By request. To see if the town will vote to accept 
from George C. Gordon the sum of fifty dollars ($50), as 
a perpetual fund, the interest to be expended in the care 
of the lot in Pine Grove Cemetery, known as the Earl C. 
Gordon lot. 


12. By request. To see if the town will vote to accept 
from Mrs. John W. Taylor the sum of one hundred dollars 
($100), as a perpetual fund, the interest to be expended in 
the care of her lot in Pine Grove Cemetery. 


13. By request of J. A. McLachlan and others. To see 
if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of seventy-five 
dollars ($75) to remove trees, brushes, boulders and fill 
in cavities in road on Canobie Lake shore between the 
property of A. Hinchcliff and Rocky Point. 


14. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of fifty dollars ($50), or any part thereof, to pur- 
chase books on the subject of agriculture. 
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15. By request. To see if the town will vote to mark 
places as dangerous on the highway where needed, and 
instruct the selectmen to enforce the law as regards the 
running of automobiles in such places. 


16. By request. To see if the town will vote to require’ 
the names of dog owners and the number of dogs owned 
by them to be posted in three public places in town. 


17. By request. To see if the town will vote to abolish 
the water board and for the selectmen to appoint one man 
this year to act as superintendent of the water works, 
whose pay shall be thirty cents (30c.) per hour, and to be 
under the supervision of the selectmen. After this year to 
be elected for the term of one year. 


18. By request. To see what action the town will take: 
in regard to disposing of the town histories. 


19. By request. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to extending its water mains, and raise money 
for the same. 


20. By request. To see if the town will vote to sell its 
watering cart. 


21. By request. To see if the town will vote to elect 
the tax collector by vote. 


22. By request. To see if the town will vote to open 
the polls at eight o’clock a. m., and close them at eleven 
o’clock a. m. pate 


23. By request. To see what action the town will take 
for the suppression of the brown-tail and gypsy moths and 
elm tree beetles, and raise money for the same. 


24. By request. To see if the town will vote to pay 
the gypsy and brown-tail moth climbers, thirty cents (30c.) — 
per hour. 
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25. By request. To see if the town will vote to cut the 
dead wood in the shade trees on the highways, also the 
brush and raise money for the same. 


26. By request. To see if the town will vote to install 
its own electric lighting plant, and to raise money or bond 
the town to carry the same into effect. 


27. By request. To see if the town will vote to recon- 
sider or rescind the vote passed at the annual town meet- 
ing in March, 1906, whereby they voted to establish a 
police court in said town agreeable to section 1, chapter 
211 of the Public Statutes of New Hampshire. 


28. By request. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to the estate of the late Alexander Ewins. 


29. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of seventy-five dollars ($75) to reimburse C. H. 
Borchers for digging and filling ditch for water pipe on 
Church Avenue. 


30. By request. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to repairing its macadam roads. 


31. By request. To see if the town will vote to macad- 
amize one mile and a quarter of its highway as follows: 
Commencing at the macadamized road near the house of 
W. A. Joy and extending the same by the way of Brady 
Avenue and raise money for the same.

To see if the town will vote to estab- 
lish an advisory board to consist of five or more members, 
who shall be appointed by the moderator and one of whom 
shall be designated by him as chairman. Said board shall

duty shall be to investigate and examine the articles of 
the town warrant, and make their recommendations in 
writing to the moderator, who shall announce them as 
each article is read in open meeting. ‘The selectmen shall. 
immediately upon posting the town warrant deliver a 
copy thereof to the chairman of said board. 


35. By request. To see if the town of Salem will vote 
to raise five hundred dollars ($500), or any part thereof, 
to be laid out on the highway from Gordon Brook, so 
called, near Mount Pleasant Cemetery, to the brick house 
of the late J. C. Atwood at North Salem. 


36. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
a sum of money not to exceed five hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ($550), to buy a chemical to be used by the North 
Salem Fire Company, and choose a committee to purchase 
the same. | 


37. By request. To see if the tewn of Salem will vote 
to elect a board of three trustees for Mount Pleasant Cem- 
etery, one to be elected for one year, one for two years and 
one for three years, and one to be elected for three years 
every year after.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


There have been eleven cases of contagious diseases 
reported the past year—two of diphtheria, one of scarlet 
fever and eight of measles. In addition to these there 
have been five deaths from tuberculosis. 

All persons must remember that there is a fine if they 
leave, or cause to be placed, in or near a highway, street 
or public place, or shall allow to be exposed, unburied, any 
animal or other substance liable to become putrid or offen- 
sive or injurious to the public health. 

The board has had considerable trouble the past year, 
on account of henneries and piggeries—neither of which 
should be allowed in the compact part of a town, where 
the numbers kept are sufficient to give rise to the unpleasant 
odors which accompany such places. And while the 
board does not want to interfere with one’s business, yet 
it must insist upon these places being kept clean and odor- 
less, as far as possible, if kept at all in our village. 

Salem’s water supply is of the best, as has been frequently 
shown from specimens sent to Concord for analysis. 

But during the summer, especially while the campers 
are at the lake, and the park is open, we hear of people 
bathing in the lake, and while sufficient notices are posted 
every spring giving penalty for same, yet, reports still 
continue to come to us. It seems difficult to catch the 
offenders, and the town can hardly afford to police the 
lake. But we hope the public sentiment of our towns- 
people, who have cottages at the lake, will help us in 
disposing of this trouble.

The trustees of Salem Free Public Library herewith 
submit their annual report for the year 1910. Organiza- 
tion was effected at the beginning of the year as follows:

We are glad to report that the year has been a prosperous 
one for the institution. - : 

There has been a substantial increase in circulation and 
the number of new cards issued, as will be seen by the report 
of the librarian. 

At the last annual town meeting an appropriation of 
$125 was made for the purpose of establishing electric 
lights and the town water service at the library, and under 
the supervision of the trustees the work was completed 
- during the early summer, to the satisfaction of the officials 
and patrons of the institution. 

The building is now well lighted by electricity and a 
convenient water service installed.

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The number of new cards issued and the increasing cir- 
culation tell of the interest in, and the value of the library 
to our community which is not confined to its immediate 
locality alone, but comes from all parts of the town. 

A substantial number of new books has been purchased 
during the year notwithstanding the fact that the town 
made no regular appropriation last year, but this was only 
made possible by using some of the invested funds. 

Our patrons are constantly calling for new books, but 
they should remember that we can give no more freely 
than we have received. ° 

If the regular appropriation is withdrawn it is of course 
impossilbe to provide books and supplies as freely as the 


trustees could desire. 


No public library is really well furnished without a good 
supply of reference works, but when the income is com- 


_ paratively small and there is an almost universal desire 


that the money at our command be so appropriated as to 
secure the largest possible number of new books each 
year, the buying of expensive books of reference becomes 
almost prohibitive. 

We are glad, however, to call your attention to the new 
books recently added to this department. A complete set 
of Nelson’s Encyclopedias consisting of 12 volumes—this 
is an excellent and reliable work and right up to date, 
and should be consulted by the patrons and pupils of the 


public schools, for information on almost any subject. 


In connection with reference books, we hope our readers 
will appreciate more fully the books of lasting value which 
the library contains, and would remind them that the 
institution, while furnishing some entertainment in the 
way of fiction and light reading, is yet accumulating books 
and works of a more enduring nature. 

We would urge all to read and consult our historical 
works, books of travel, science, biography, literature, 
ethics, sociology and religion, of which the library is well 
supplied for one of its size. 
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The reading table has been well stocked with magazines 
and other publications by the trustees and friends of the 
institution and we desire at this time to thank all who 
have made donations or contributions of any kind. 

The interior of the library building is very much out of 
repair and needs paint and paper and a new floor. Repairs 
on the ceiling will also have to be made the present year. 
We have looked carefully into the matter and think $160 
will cover the cost of the needed repairs and would recom- 
mend that this sum be appropriated. 

Suggestions concerning the management of the library 
or recommendations of new books and publications will be 
thankfully received and duly considered. 

Visitors in town are always welcome to the privileges 
of the library as far as the rules will allow. 

If the town is satisfied that the library is worthy of a 
generous support, we trust that a liberal appropriation 
will be made the present year. 

The reports of the librarian and treasurer will give the 
circulation and show the financial standing.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Committee of Salem: 


I have the honor to submit to you my fourth annual 
report, in which I purpose to call your attention to the 
weak places in our educational system, what we have 
done and we are doing to strengthen them, and what we 
further plan to do. There are appended, also, the report 
of the supervisor of music, a table of vital statistics cover- 
ing a period of five years, the usual statistical table for the 
current town year and the roll of honor. 

The weakest part of all educational systems today is in 
the quality of the teaching. This statement does not 
mean that teachers do not work hard and are not inter- 
ested in their work—if anything they overwork and take 
themselves too seriously—my point is that they are doing 
all they can in the best way that they know how; but 
their own experience, training, and, in many cases, youth- 
fulness, have contributed to the growth of a fundamentally 
wrong conception of what education really means. It is 
hard to define this wrong idea in a-word, but perhaps 
bookishness would express my thought more nearly than 
any other one word. The most important work of the 
year has been a constant effort to drive out this bookish- 
ness from the schoolrooms and let in more independent 
“thinking.” There is a method of teaching which assigns 
successive portions of some text-book one day “‘to be — 
studied’ (which, being interpreted, means memorized), 
and the next day holds a recitation, a process of question- 
ing by the teacher designed to call up as much as possible | 
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of the memorized text as the children are able to repro- 
duce verbatim. This is the weak spot. There is no gain- 
saying the fact that the above mentioned process has been 
wasteful and, at the same time, a flat, stale, and unprofit- 
able one to the pupils. 

As we have been laying too much stress on the acquire- 
ment of a body of useful facts from books, without suffi- 
cient emphasis upon the thinking about those facts. A 
teacher’s proper conception of her work should be not only 
to afford impressions to the minds of the children, but, 
what is of infinitely greater importance, see to it that their 
minds react upon these impressions or, in other words, 
“think.”” Our teachers have made a good beginning at 
working this idea out in the school studies somewhat like 
this: in history, for instance, they have the pupils study 
definite “‘topics,’’ laying greatest emphasis upon the think- 
ing required to see the relation between cause and effect; 
in arithmetic, processes are learned through problems that 
deal with quantities and conditions familiar to the experi- 
ence of the children, pencil and paper being used only 
when absolutely necessary; in civics, a body of useful facts 
about government is gained by the children through a 
personal inquiry into town affairs and research into town 
reports and public documents; in short, in all studies, the 
central purpose has been to awaken intelligence and 
develop power in the children. 

This leads directly to the question: ““How may we best 
determine when pupils are fit for the high school or the 
academy?” Should the answer be: “When they have 
spent eight or nine years ‘going through’ books in history, 
geography, arithmetic,” etc. In a sort of hazy way this 
has been our answer to the question and such a view is 
wrong. Children may be considered well equipped for 
high school or academy work when they have been over the 
ground covered by the Program of Studies without memor- 
izing words, and have gained considerable skill in mental 
processes by having constantly done their own thinking, 
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and can seek out evidence and form their own opinions 
about things. We can’t settle this question on narrow 
ground, like a consideration of algebra or Latin, as having 
any bearing of consequence upon a scholar’s fitness or unfit- 
ness for high school. It is not a question of particular 
studies nor how much ground has been covered in text- 
books. 

Neither text-books nor particular studies in themselves 
can fit children for the secondary school or the workaday 
duties of life; but a “‘teacher’’ can, who is able to arouse 
interest, broaden views, sift and ground opinions, and ask 
questions in such a way as to compel independent thinking. 

We have adopted the “Plymouth Method of Rating 
‘Progress’ which is simply a process in which samples of 
the pupils’ work are taken at frequent times and filed 
away in envelopes, which contain at the end of the year a 
fairly complete record of what has been done, and are 
better evidence of what the children can do than examina- 
tions alone could be. Itis not intended to do away entirely 
with tests—they have their uses—but scholars will be 
promoted and graduated hereafter mostly on the syIgen? 
found in these envelopes. 

In the next place, I wish to mention your action, taken in 
January, in ruling that, hereafter, children must be six 
years of age before entering school, and that our nine- 
grade system be reduced to eight. These are forward 
steps, and are to be commended on psychological and peda- 
gogical grounds and will result in a much more efficient 
school system by giving the teacher more to start with and 
a better adapted course of study to go on with. ‘There 
should be no misgivings as to the wisdom of your course 
taken here; you have adopted measures that have been 
tried out and proven worthy years ago by other communi- 
ties, and it requires no prophet to foresee that much good 
will come of them here. 

The “Suggested Schoolroom Minimum Rawal List”’ 
sent out by the department of public instruction has been 
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discussed in both committee and teachers’ meetings, with 
a result to the schools of improved conditions especially 
in sanitary matters. Black boards and chalk trays are 
washed every day; floors are swept daily; a record of the 
temperature is kept at least four times a day; drinking 
cups have been removed from the pumps; pans of water 
are kept on the stoves in winter months; out-buildings are 
given better inspection; on the whole, school surroundings 
have been made more healthful. We still lack sinks and 
wash stands in the rural schools, and there is no good rea 
son for further delay in putting town water into the Depot 
and Centre schools with closets of the flush type. 

Another of our troubles is a matter with which parents 
have most to do and for which they are to be held most 
responsible. We have tried to discourage home study by 
the pupils, but some anxious parents still think it necessary. 
Now the school day is long enough for the children to do 
all the work required; furthermore, for physiological rea- 
sons, five hours and a half of close confinement and sus- 
tained mental effort is surely a limit to what should be 
required or allowed. Pupils, teachers, parents, all of us, are 
capable of doing, and doing well, a limited amount of work 
each day, beyond which we lower our vitality and come 
to our tasks the next day with lessened energy. To 
go beyond our strength and reduce ourselves farther 
and farther each day below the point of highest efficiency, 
is like spending the interest of your bank account and 
drawing upon the principal. The one results in financial 
ruin, the other in a physical break-down with its attendant 
suffering and loss. All things considered, children gain 
nothing by taking their books home. Very often, I think 
that “taking the books home” is about all there is to it 
except taking them back again, and, in cases where work 
is done, such work is only an admission that school time 
Was previously wasted in dawdling or deviltry. Then 
there is the consideration of expense in the matter of 
books. These are bought at public expense. There seems 
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to be a prevailing notion that, because this is so, there 
must be a never-failing source of supply. like the widow’s 
cruse of oil. This occasions an appalling destruction’ of 
town property, the greater part of which occurs in the 
carrying of the books from and to school. I most emphat- 
ically urge all parents to discontinue asking children to do 
home studying. It does not pay educationally, physio- 
logically, or financially. 

The matter of further extension of the medical inspec- 
tion of scholars beyond the eye and ear tests given by the 
teachers at present is one that ought soon to receive atten- 
tion. There can be no question as to our duty here to 
those children who are physically handicapped in their 
struggle to learn. The diagnosis of a competent physician 
is needed and when a beginning is made to get such things 
done, ways are usually found to make the matter of expense 
no obstacle at all. Physicians have shown themselves 
everywhere to be willing to give generously and freely of 
their time and talent to a cause so worthy. The matter 
has been worked out at very small cost and with excellent 
results in cities, and I can see not reason why something 
of the kind cannot be done successfully here, ) 

It is well for all of us to remember those who daily under- 
go the toil of bringing up our children in the way they 
should go and never, by hasty word or deed, add to the 
necessarily heavy burdens that our teachers bear. It is 
easy to criticise and pick flaws in public servants, especially 
teachers, and forget the nervous strain under which they 
must labor. It will do much good to stop and consider the 
many harrowing trials in the lives of these women workers, 
and make an honest effort to see the really noble work 
that they are doing and accord them a word or two of 
encouragement and sympathy. Teaching is a complex, 
nerve-wrecking, brain-fagging business. To improve it — 
whenever we have seen the opportunity has been our con- 
stant endeavor throughout the year. To carry on this 
work successfully conditions must be right, that is, parents, 
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teachers, committee, and superintendent must work together 
in harmony. It is a source of great encouragement to me 
_ to report such conditions prevailing here.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 
To Superintendent J. E. Wignot and School Board of Salem: 


Your supervisor is pleased to submit a very favorable 
report of progress in the study of music in the schools of 
Salem during the year just closing. Without exception, 
the pupils are all doing excellent work, not only in the 
graded rooms of the villages, but in the ungraded schools 
of the outer districts. Indeed, some of the most satis- 
factory singing of the schools in this town, or any other 
of which your supervisor has knowledge, is heard in the 
smaller districts that are visited only every other week. 

I am very positive that it is not overstating the condition 
to say that the pupils are receiving a thorough knowledge 
of the subject, which in itself cannot fail to create increasing 
interest. I shall not attempt to refer specifically to each 
of the schools, but will state that all are given the same 
systematic practice in the different branches. The pupils 
are required to know the signatures of the keys and the 
letters of the staff. They are given practice in the chromatic 
scale at the proper age. They are thoroughly drilled in 
the time language and are required to beat time. In 
short, the pupils are given as good an idea of music as is 
possible in the limited time devoted to the subject. 

_ My thanks are due to the teachers for codperation and 
patient drill; to the superintendent and school board for 
necessary supplies; and to the pupils for best endeavor in 
that which is required of them.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1911. 


All schools have been in session 36 weeks with the excep- 
tion of Nos. 9 and 10, which were closed one week on 
account of sickness. : 

The year previous to September, 1910, there had not 
been any children to convey in District No. 7. During 
the summer families moved into the district which made 
it necessary to commence conveying again to the Depot 
school. 

No. 1 schoolhouse was painted during the summer as 
voted. 

No. 5 schoolhouse was in very bad condition so we 
decided to give it a thorough repairing which included 
shingling, laying a new floor, painting and white-washing 
the interior. These repairs cost us $130.99 which is included 
in our financial account under the head of repairs. 

We also put in a new floor at No. 10, which cost $78.60. 
This also is included in the repair account. 

A little explanation in regard to items under the head of 
miscellaneous. These are small accounts for different 
expenses which come to us, such as $4 for engrossing, $5.50 
for programs for graduation and $3.25 for printing cards 
of notification for high school pupils. 

An item that has added to our school assessment for 
several years, at least, has been the payment of school- 
house notes, the last of which have been paid this year.
